During the winter months ice piles 

up around the reef and the only way to land on it is by helicopter. There is only the auto- 

mated lighthouse and weather station on Market Reef and both are powered by gas. Market Reef 

became a new DXCC Country in 1970 under point 3 of the Country Criteria(Land Seperation). 

The first operation to take place on Market Reef was OJ@MR in 1970 followed by OH2BH sign- 

ing OJ@DX. In July of 1980 OH2AP/0JO, a multiop effort produced 9600 QSOs in 80 hours. 1981 

saw OH@XZ/0J@ amass 11,075 QSOs(5706 on CW and 5369 on SSB) in a little over 90 hours. 

The operation scheduled for this month will be the 15th DXpedition to this tiny speck of 

real estate.
